LUKE MANNING.

We copy the following brief memoir of
this notorious murderer fiom the Alabama
Mercury He was a native of this Dis-
trict, we believe, and some of the erimes
narrated in the following memoir are fa-
miliar to many of our citizens. He was
executel for his last crime at Burboursville
Wilcox County, Alabama.— Ed. Columbia
Times.

Luke Manning was a native of South
Carolira, and his parents are said to have
been very respectable and in affluent cir-
cumstances. At the aue of 17 or IS he
wa -, by an unfortunate fatality, sermitted
to select for his associates, during a period
of seven or cight yeurs, a parecl of youths
of about the same age, whose r chless,
dissipated and riotous conduet. rendered
thamn the terror and abliorrence of the
ncighborhood they infested

One of the facts he performed durine
this period, was (for his amusement only,) "
te seize an old man by (he luose skin of
his throat, d:awing the same from the
flesh and inserting his knife close to the
wind-pipe and slitting the skin, leavine a
large gash, or to use the peculiar slang of
such men, *“ dew-lapned the man.”

At, or about this time, (aged 25) he
came into possession of his estate, worth
about 88000, (equivalent to about H30,000
at the present duy.) He kept bachelor's
hall, for he never married, and a gung of
his cronies always about him, while at the
game time, he attempted the management
of his estate. He had not as yet reached
that degree of depravity which could ena-
ble him to perpetrate the desiruction of a
fellow being, but to gratify his thirst for
blood, he calculated with cool precision,
how much of the murderous knife that he
constantly carried about him, he might
venture to use, without incurring the ulti-
mate penalty of the law. He mechani-
cally broke a gap-in the edge of his knife,
within an inch of the point, sufficiently
large to insert his thumb, and thus provi-
ded against wounding his own fingers and
any great liability of taking life, he would
indiscriminately attack without the small-
est justifiable provocation. and cut, lace-
rate and mark whoever had the misfiriune
1o fall in his way, without saperior means
of defence. In this manner he left monu-
ments of his eruel and seemingly uncon-
irollable propensity wherever he went for
a period of five years.

During this period at a country frolic,
he amused himself by imperceptibly cut-
ting a Jady's dress, and so completely Jid
he disengage and tatter it that when she
arose from her chair the shreds fe!l from
her body and lett her exposed to the gaze
of the crowd. For this exploit he was
prosecuted and mulcted in the sum of
#5000 damages.

During the same peviod, he, with five of
his associates, strippe.d a man and washed
his body, first with whiskey and then with
spirits of turpentine, and then set fire to
hisisurface. The physician that attended
upon this man, states that the skin of his
entire body was so burnt as to be disor-

anized except a spot about the arms as
arge as a dollar. He entered a proseccu-
tion against them, but they prevented it
from going into court by paying him %1000
cach as a cumpromise.

At the age of thirty-two,
shooting match, upon o very slight occa-
sion, he shot a man with his rile. For
this offrnce he was tried, condemned and
sentenced to be hung: through the influ-
ence of his family, the Governor pardon-
ed him,
